Powers submitted an amendment pro- 
viding for increases for all branches of the 
fire department, and making the minimum 
salary sng instead of $840, as fixed by the 
budget, but it was defeated. Ald. Bennett 
said the te city counci] was in favor of 
giving more money to the firemen, but that 
the means of doing it could not be found. 


Trouble Over Ward Items. 


The street cleaning appropriations went 
through after an acrimonious debate on the 
different ward items. Charges were made 
that members of the finance committee had 
secured sufficient amounts for their own 
wards, and had allowed the rest of the city 
to get along as best it could.

Free Speech for Free Lunch. 


“ Nine-tenths of these same restaurant 
men sell bottled beerin competition with us,” 
declared one member of the association. 

‘* Saloonkeepers can abolish the free lunch 
if they choose,” commented another, “ but 
we shall not be forced to do so against our 
will. We pay more taxes than any other 
equal number of business men.”’ 

Senator John Powers of the Seventeenth 
district also came in for denunciation. He 
was referred to as the author of “ the ob- 
noxiows anti-can rushing measure that now 
confronts the harassed and maligned galoon- 
keepers of Chicago.” | 

“Such a law would mean that many of 
our members would have to close their sa- 
loons,” said one of the officers. “ Especially 
in the factory districts are the saloonkeep- 
ers dependent on the can trade. Chicago 
workmen will oppose this measure.”’ . 

. It was decided to secure a copy of Senator 
Powers’ bill to “ see just what it is like.” 


“First, Last, All the Time.” 

“TI am a free lunch agitator first, last, and 
all the time,”’ said Joseph Grein. ‘“‘ Every 
year fanatics go before the state legislature 
and say certain saloonkeepers are robbing 
the people.

for Mrs. @tanley, whose late husband was his 
friend. | 

The relations between Maj. Hurd and 
Mrs. Stanley were peculiar. She sometimes 
referred to him as her husband, but he always 
spoke of her as Mrs. Stanley. Their only 
means of subsistence was the veteran’s pen- 
sion of $12 a month. They lived, rent free, in 
a cottage controlled by St. John’s cathedral 
and left to the church to be used for aged 
and infirm Englishmen. The county supplied 
them with fuel, and with Hurd’s pension and 
‘many gifts of clothing and provisions from 
charitable people the couple lived comfort- 
ably. 

Long a Helpless Invalid. 

Mrs. Stanley was not only helplessly crip- 
pled in one of her lower limbs so she could 
move only on crutches but was a confirmed 
invalid who had never stepped out of the 
house and whose hypochrondriacal mind 
borrowed thousands of ,ills from which she 
did not actually suffer. The house in which 
she lived is a veritable apothecary’s shop.

An interesting development in connection 
with the plans for reorganizing the Lake 
Street Elevated ie the demand of the income 
bondholders for sevem years’ interest, 
amounting to about $350,000.

MANY FREE RIDES 


Officials of Sixty-seven Rail- 
ways Rikine Law 
Meeting in Chicago. 


ACTION TO COME TODAY. 


Some Reduced Rates Will Be Left 


Standing, but More Will 
Be Abolished, 


; Passenger traffic managers and general 
t Passenger agents of all the roads in the terri- 
‘tories of the Western, Southwestern, and 
Transcontinental Passenger associations, 
‘which means all lines west, northwest, and 
‘southwest from Chicago to the Pacific, met 
iin Chicago yesterday to determine what ac- 
, tion is necessary to bring about a strict com- 
}Pliance in the passenger traffic with the 
Elkins law. 

It was the largest passenger meeting ever 

‘held in this city, sixty-seven roads being rep- 
‘resented, including the Grand Trunk of Can- 
ada and the Canadian Pacific. The Great 
Northern was the only important line not 
/ represented, but this, it is sdid, has no sig- 
, nificance, as the other Hill roads—the North- 
‘ern Pacific and representa- 
tives present. 

After some discussion it was agreed it was 
nec first to have a full understanding 
of the subjects to be considered and the ef- 
fect of the new law upon them. It was de- 
cided to appoint a committee of five, with J. 
Francis of the Burlington as chairman, to 
formulate a report and submit it to,the gen- 
erai meeting, which will reconvene at " 

o'clock this morning. 


Many Concessions Must Go. 


There is no intention of cutting off reduced 
Fates for meetings, conventions, or other 
large gatherings, or half fare tickets issued 
to clergymen or on account of charity, as it 
is generally admitted that there is nothing in 
the Elkins law that prohibits the issue of 
such transportation. 

The courts, moreover, have decided fre- 
quently that concessions for such purposes, 
if they are general in their application, do 
mot eonstitute discrimination. Nearly every 
other kind of egnecession heretofore made:to 
certain people for various reasons, however, 
will be cut off. 

Among the principal subjects to be con- 
sidered today will be whether it is permiss- 
ible to issue transportation to committees of 
large organizations who are to make :ar- 
rangements at the various points where their 
sessions are to be held; also whether passes 
can be given to land agents of companies 
who own large tracts of lands in the west 
and are locating settlers thereon. No passes 
or reduced transportation of any. kind can 
be issued for the purpose of influencing 
traffic. Some roads contend that the latter 
is the only kind of free or reduced transpor- 
tation prohibited. 

The strong lines insist that every kind of 
free or reduced transportation must be cut 
off, aside from the exceptions noted. The 
weaker lines, however, do not want the 


them at a great disadvantage. They hold 
they are unable to compete with the stronger 
‘lines on equal terms, and if pushed too hard 
they might find it necessary to make an open 
reduction in rates. They would be content’ 
to ageept differential rates, but these have 
never been tolerated in western territory. 
Pooling is out the question under existing 
laws. It ig probable, however, that the 
weak roads can be mollified by an agreement 
whereby they are allowed to control] exclu- 
sively certain classes of unassigned business, 


Abandons New Orleans Line. 


The St. Louis and San Francisco, weary of 
the litigation with which its efforts to gain 


has abandoned for the present its purpose of 
extending its lines-to that city, and has de- 
cided to make the southern ter- 
minus. 


Chicago-Buffalo Trolley Line. 


A complete trolley line between Buffalo and 
‘Chicago within two years seems assured now 
by the practical perfection of arrangements 
for the construction of a new line from Chi- 
cago to South Bend, Ind. This will mean 
the filling of the largest gaps between Cleve- 
land and Chicago. The Toledo and Western, 
controlied almost entirely by Cleveland capi- 
tal, is in operation between Toledo and 
Fayette, with a branch under construction to 
The largest gap remaining be- 
tween the western terminus and South Bend 
is fifty miles between Goshen and Angola 
in northern Indiana. Cleveland and Toledo 
are now connected by an electric road.

CLASH AT CHAFFEE TRIAL 


BITTER BY ATTORNEYS 
AND JUDGE BRENTANO. 


Lawyers Have Frequent Tilts ana As- 
sistant Prosecutor Olson Says the 
Methods of the Defense Are Like 
Those of the Octopus, Which Hides 
in the Shadow of Its Own “Murky 

*Flaid’—Charges Against Bodemann 
—Verdict Is Expected Today. 

The defense of Louis L. Chaffee was com- 
pared to the flight of the octopus by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Harry Olson in Judge prep 
tano’s court yesterday. 

Chaffee and his attorneys, the srvedbathe 
declared, had ejected into the case a “‘ murky 
fluid” of charges against officials and mem- 
bers of the state board of pharmacy in order 
that théir flight might be concealed after the 
manner that the octopus covers its flight from, 
pursuers in the sea. 

This deciaration of the prosecutor came 
near the close of a session of court during 
which Judge Brentano frequently exchanged 
bitter words with West Park Commissioner 
Gabriel Norden, who is one of the defending 
attorneys. | 

Attorneys in Sharp Clash. | 

The sharpest clash of the session was oc- 
casioned when Mr. Olson objected to the 
introduction of rebuttal evidence concerning 


medicine in the store of Mr. Bodemann. 
“ These men are 
getting a fair trial,’’ Mr. Olson began. 
Attorneys Norden and Kitt Gould were on 
their feet shouting denials. 
“I can bring you assurances,” exclaimed 
Mr. Norden. | 
*“ Bring me some 


law to support your ob- 
jections and I will listen to it,’’ intarrepter 
the court, and Mr. Norden subsided. 
Attorney Gould was the center of a fire of 
questions while on the stand in defense of 
Chaffee. His direct evidence tended to a 
charge that Mr. Bodemann had told him that 
if Chaffee did not dismiss a replevin suit 
against Bodemann Chaffee would be in- 
dicted. 
“You were attorney for the board at one 
dime, and got let out, is not that the cage?" 
demanded Mr. Olson. 
* I was attorney for the board, but resigned 
when I became a member of the legislature 
because { did not believe in being on two 
state payrolls at the same time. I ad- 
vanced Chaffee money for his defense and 
am defending him in this case because [ 
think he is innocent and is being ‘ jobbed.’ ” 
Subterfuges, Says Olson. 
“Chaffee is charged with embezzling 
money of the state board,’ declared Attor- 
ney Olson in his closing address. ‘“ His guilt 
is the only issue before the jury. Supposing, 
as he claims, he was assessed $5 a month 
for political purposes and $10 for the Tan- 
ner monument, what has that to do with 
the charge against him? He did not claim 
that any of the $1, 130 shortage went for po-| 
litical funds, 
“ Supposing William Bodemann, as Chat- 
fee claims, did take confiscated medicines 
to his store and sell them. That makes no 
difference with the issue before you. | 
“These charges were thrown out for the 
purpose of blinding you to the main issue.
